Cox Rebuffed 
0,nBidto Halt 
TV Hearings

; WASHINGTON, June 4 (NYT>. 
— Archibald Cox, the special pros- 
ecutor in the Watergate investiga- 
tion, asked the select Senate com- 
mittee today for a delay of one 
to three months in its hearings 
in the matter. . 

* He called the case "enormously 
complex” and said there was a 
’/grave danger” that the guilty 
might go unpunished and the full 
’facts be lost if the public hearings 
continued. 

Sen. 8am J. Ervin jr.. D., N. C„ 
the committee chairman, quickly 
rejected the request. 

“For all practical intentions and 
purposes," Sen. Ervin said in a 
300-word statement, "such a post- 
ponement would put the commit- 
tee out of business.” He said it 
would only further delay a case 
that already has been under in- 
vestigation for almost a year. 

Discnaahm Set- 

The committee went ahead with 
plans to resume. its televised hear- 
ings tomorrow morning. Mr. Cox's 
request to Ben. Ervin, win be 
discussed by the ocanmittee when, 
it meets at 9 am. In 'executive 
session. 

With at least three of the other 
six members of the committee 
announcing support of the chair- 
man, a, majority was thus lined 
up to continue the hearings.

Mr. Cox, appointed head of the 
criminal investigation, into the 
Watergate case 11 days ago, urged 
the Senate committee in -strong 
terms to suspend the hearings 
rat least temporarily.” 

“The continuation of hearings 
-at this time would create grave 
danger that the full facts about 
the Watergate case and related 
matters will never come to light 
and that many of those who axe 
guilty of serious wrongdoing will 
never be brought to justice,” 
Mr. Cox said. 

The warning was- made in a 
letter today to Sen. Ervin that 
followed informal meetings 
Wednesday and Saturday. 

Mr. Cos cited four major rea- 
sons for delaying the hearin g s:

CIA, Memos Cali lagging Political

to investigate the publication of 
the Pentagon " papers leak and 
other matters. 

The President, - without . fully 
explaining the circ umstan ces, 
.said in his statement that "ele- 
ments of the early ' post-Water- 
gate reports led me to suspect, 
incorrectly, that, the CIA .had 
been - involved.” - He added that 
he had requested his two ' chief 
aides, H. R. Hftldeman . and John 
p ■ TZhi-HphmftTi “to insure that 
the . FBI would' not' carry its in- 
vestigation Into areas that might 
compromise these covert national 
security areas or those of the 
CIA.” ’ 

Subsequent testimony last 
month before a Senate Appro- 
priations Subcommittee' on Intel- 
ligence. headed by Sen.

Official Logs 
Are Barred 
To Probers 


WASHINGTON. June 4 iAP>.— 
The White House acknowledged 
today that President Ni:;on con- 
ferred this year with John W. 
Dean 3d about the Watergate 
scandal but said logs detailing 
the time and place of such ses- 
sions would not be provided to 
Justice Department or senatorial 
investigators. 

Reports published during the 
weekend said Air. Dean, dismissed 
ns White Souse counsel April 30, 
bos told prosecutors and Senate 
investigators that lie had at least 
35 meetings with Air. Nixon ear- 
lier this year. 

Deputy Press Secretary Gerald 
L. Warren, who earlier had de- 
nounced the published reports iu 
a formal statement, said in re- 
sponse to a question that “obvi- 
ously there were topics of interest 
this year that would have involv- 
ed office of counsel." 

Air. Warren said the topics in- 
cluded Mr. Nixon's own Water- 
gate investigation, administration 
policy on citing executive privi-

Still responding to questions, 
ihe deputy White House spokes- 
man said, "The President's logs 
are not subject to subpoena” and 
would not be made available 
either to a federal grand jury or 
the Senate's Watergate investigat- 
ing committee. He said that to 
supply the materials would be 
“constitutionally inappropriate.”

U.S. Station Doubles Price 
. Of Gasoline, Finds Buyers 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 4 
(AP).— At 85.9 cents' a gallon for 
regular and 904) cents for pre- 
mium, service-station operator 
Ken Tano still finds people will- 
ing to buy his dwindling gas 
supply. 

The normal price here lor 
regular gas is 384), and far super 
40.9. 

“One guy took 20 ‘gallons,” Mr. 
Yano said Saturday after his 
supplies had fallen to 200 gallons. 
"I asked if he'd seen the ^g n- 
He said, That’s OK, I need the 
gas.'” 

Air. Yano said he’d rather boost 
the prices than run the risk of 
losing regular customers. The 
previous weekend. Air. Yano said, 
he was closed for three days for 
lack of gas. 

As soon as he got a new supply, 
after the weekend, he dropped his 
prices back to normal. 

Mr. Yano is not the only aim 
in the gasoline business with a 
problem. 

The much-publicized fuel short- 
age is creating a paradox in TJJ3. 
oil-industry advertising. Most of 
the major firms are telling the 
public to buy less of their 
product. 

No Sense Seen 

“It doesn't make sense to 
promote more gasoline consump- 
tion at this time,” said a spokes- 
man for Atlantic Richfield Co. 
of Los Angeles. 

The spokesman added that 
ARCO’s national advertising will 
be directed “toward urging the 
public to help overcome the 
problems of air pollution, traffic 


congestion and energy conserva- 
tion.” 

Same firms are doing away 
with gif t glasses, knives and recipe 
cards, and Mobil is running 
advertisements urging the use of 
car pools. 

One result of the change in 
focus is expected to be a consid- 
erable trimming of the huge 
advertising budgets of oil com- 
panies. 


World Danger Seen 

PARIS, June 4 OJPI).— -The 
world faces greater danger thaw 
ever of having its oil supplies 
cut off. and receiving countries 
must act to meet the situation, 
economists said today. 

A report hy oil expats of the 
24-nation Organization for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment said reliability is essential 
in view of enlarged dependence 
on foreign supplies. 

"The emerging pattern is one 
of increased dependence on im- 
ports [which] points to the im- 
portance of the reliability of 
these supplies," the report said. 

Noting that oil flow can be 
cut for political as well as tech- 
nical reasons, the reports said, 
“Present circumstances in the 
world oil market underscore the 
danger that Interruptions of nor- 
mal supplies will be greater in 
the years to come than in the 
past. 

“The need to seek all possible 
measures of stabilization is of 
increasing importance. As one 
move, consuming countries are 
taking steps to improve stock 
levels.”

PRAGUE, June 4 (Reuters).— 
Premiere of the nations of Come- 
con — toe economic and trading 
association of Communist coun- 
tries — will meet here tomorrow for 
a three-day summit session which 
Is designed to mark toe beginning 
of a new stage of economic devel- 
opment.

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Progress Toward What? 


The disastrous crash of the Soviet super- 
sonic Tupolev-144 is a tragedy In that It 
brought death and destruction, not only to 
the plane and Its crew, but to the town of 
Goussalnvflle, Innocent bystander at the 
costly advance of aeronautics. But what, 
exactly, will the crash mean for that ad- 
vance? 

This will not be known before investiga- 
tion and, given the secrecy that surrounds 
so much of Soviet technological study, per- 
haps not fully even then. The main point 
is whether the fault lies In some particular 
weakness in the Soviet frame or propulsion 
system, or whether there are more general 
problems Involved in designing large com- 
mercial planes for speeds faster than that 
of sound. The latter, of course, would 
especially concern the Anglo-French builders 
of Concorde, but it would also be of acute 
Interest to the Americans who have invest- 
ed much money and skill In developing their 
own-now dormant — version of the super- 
sonic transport. 

Of course, there Is no necessary Implica- 
tions from the fall of the Tupolev craft 
that there is any latent weakness in Con- 
corde — which has good test records. But so, 
for that matter, did the Tu-144, so far as 
Is known. But the experience of the original 
British Comets at the beginning of the Jet 
age in commercial flight is cautionary — 
material weaknesses only developed after a 
considerable amount of flight. 

Given the ultimate triumph of jet air- 
craft, the failure of this particular super- 
sonic plane may be considered a part of 


the price of progress. But one is entitled to 
wonder where the progress is tending, and 
whether it is worth the price. And here, 
of course, the question of national pride, and 
national economic interests, bulk very large. 

The Jets did revolutionize air transport, in 
terms of speed, comfort and relative safety. 
Economically, the American builders profited 
the most, consolidating the grip of inter- 
national airways which they established with 
their long-range propeller planes after World 
War I L The most cogent argument for Amer- 
ican entry into the supersonic race was 
economic— the assumption that such flight 
would be irresistible to airlines because of 
vastly greater speed, and th at the American 
aircraft Industry must compete at that level. 
Environmentalists complained bitterly of the 
sonic boom — but again the greatest obstacle 
to the success of Concorde and Tupolev was 
economic, their apparent Inability to produce 
payloads consonant with their costs. 

That obstacle remains, whatever the 
causes of the crash at Goussainville. Will a 
successful — in flying terms — supersonic 
transport so cut down flight time as to 
capture enough of the world travel market 
to make the growing pains worthwhile? 
Can it be adapted to local objections at 
landing sites and for overflights? Will it win 
a place as a kind of de luxe service for a 
special group of passengers for whom speed 
Is of first import? Or will it, like the Jets, 
lead to many limitations and the transfor- 
mation of flight patterns around the world? 
The fall of the Tu-144 adds dramatic im- 
pact to the long-term discussion. 


A Congressional 'No 5 to the War 


Just short of a full decade after the Ameri- 
can bombing in Indochina began, one 
chamber of Congress — the Senate — has 
drawn itself up, unsheathed its most power- 
ful weapon, the power of the purse, and 
voted by an unequivocal 4)3-19 margin to 
cut off all funds: (A) for continuing the 
air war In Cambodia; and (B) for starting 
It up again In Laos. It Is, apparently, the 
first time any American President has faced 
this kind of challenge to his conduct of a 
war still In progress. It Is a vote of no con- 
fidence In the fullest possible sense. The 
House had earlier banned the spending of 
any newly appropriated funds for bombing 
Cambodia. Its decision led then Secretary of 
Defense Elliot Richardson to say, carelessly, 
that if the President couldn't take bombing 
funds from one pocket he would take them 
from another. The Senate has now sewed 
closed all pockets. Since that was the clear 
Intent of the House, we hope the House 
will proceed promptly to follow suit, 

As usual, administration spokesmen, point- 
ing to the Klsslnger-Le Due Tho talks due 
to resume In Paris this week, contended that 
Senate rejection of bombing money would 
undercut the American negotiating position 
in those talks. Really, It surpasses under- 
standing that, at this late, date In the Indo- 
china war and in the Congress-executive 
dispute over the war. anyone could think 
there was any mileage left in this shop- 
worn plea. For the administration to argue 
that the Congress must support its bargain- 
ing position no matter what — without the 
administration accepting any obligation to 
make its bargaining position tolerable to 
Congress — is to ask for a degree of blind 
loyalty Incompatible with responsible gov- 
ernment. 

It is also to Ignore the inroads which 
revulsion against the bombing, and other 
factors, Watergate Included, have made Into 
party discipline. Democrats voted 43-3 
against more bombing. Republicans 20-16. 
Again, at this late date, to ask a Congress 
sickened by prolonged, excessive, apparently 
endless and politically Inconclusive bombing, 
to support more of the same is to betray, a 
lack of administration attentiveness to con- 
gressional reality and public sentiment 
which Itself Is a cause for concern. Even 
Virginia's Sen. William Scott, as narrow a 
loyalist as exists within Republican ranks, 
felt compelled to announce, even as he was 


sticking by the administration on this vote, 
that he was casting his last vote to sustain 
the war. 

Closer attention needs: to be paid to the 
results of the Cambodian bombing— not just 
the human results, which have been exten- 
sive and tragic, but the political results. 
The administration professes to believe that 
the purpose of the raids is to drive the 
Cambodian Insurgents Into a negotiation 
with that collection of warlords, profiteers 
and astrologers which passes for govern- 
ment in Phnom Penh. It must be asked, how- 
ever, whether the real effect has not been 
to lead that government to believe it .did 
not have to negotiate with the Insurgents. 
This is an old story In Indochina. Adminis- 
tration officials have often said the insur- 
gents were split among themselves and in 
no. position to come to the table. But it 
may he that the government has been no 
less split and no less incompetent or indis- 
posed to negotiate. 

. At any rate, it is a welcome sign that the 
Phnom Penh regime has dispatched an 
emissary to seek out Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, who claims to speak for an the 
insurgents. Perhaps other contacts have been 
made. The Senate's vote, if confirmed by 
the House, may quicken Phnom Penh's pace 
toward the negotiating table. In that very 
real sense, the Congress by. voting against 
the bombing may be said to have done more 
to Induce a cease-fire and political talks in 
Cambodia than the administration has by 
Its • thousands of strikes from the air. ' 

The Congress, If it sustains a position 
against continuing this particular war, may 
also have taken a major step to fulfill Its 
more general purpose of restoring the proper, 
legislative role in commit lug the country 
to war. This is, of course, the express aim 
of the two “wax powers" hills, different in 
detail but similarly minded, which are now 
working their way through the legislative 
process. 

We believe that war powers legislation Is 
essential in order to ensure that the most 
fateful decision any nation is called oh to 
make, the decision to go to war, is shared 
and supported by- the legislature as well 
as the executive. But no war powers bill 
can be stronger than the willingness of 
Congress to enforce it In a specific case. 
At last, in 1973, this is being done.

Advice for Bearers of Bad News 


TVTASHINGTON. — According to 
" Albert SfoflMnger, the Phila- 
delphia pollster whose dally tele- 
phone s ur ve ys offer a continuous 
and up-to-date gauge of public 
Opinion, there are signs that the 
country is polarizing an the Wa- 
tergate 

It is not the polarization one 
would expect between Democrats 
and Republicans or between, de- 
fenders of the President and his 
critics. Rather, says Sindlinger, 
the country Is dividing between 
“those who are very concerned, 
almost appalled, by the situation, 
and those who say they have had 
It and don’t wont to hear any 
more about it." 

The first group, he says, is the 
larger, but the second is growing 
more rapidly and the gap between 
their sizes Is not great. 

The views of the two groups are 
not totally contradictory, of 
course. Both of them, are angry 
and upset— the former with the 
President and his men: the latter 
with those who are tailing them 
about what the President and his 
men have done. 

Press Criticized 

Newspapers and television sta- 
tions can confirm the latter re- 
action from their own experience. 
The Washington Star- News, 
which has been generally sup- 
portive of the administration but 
has published some tough edito- 
rials and columns on the Presi- 
dent’s response to Watergate, has 
had a heavy volume of from 
its readers, running 3 1/2 to 1 
critical of the press. CBS has 
reported that the man 'from its 
viewers on the first two weeks'of 
television coverage of the Senate 
Watergate hearings found only 27 
percent supporting this expensive 
exercise in lire video journalism. 
Another 30 percent of the viewers 
denounced it as an anti-adminis- 
tration. plot, and 24 percent said 
It was a bore. (The remaining 
comments were too scattered to 
be categorized easily.) 

What this suggests is - that a 
situation is developing in, which 
the administration may. be tempt- 
ed to try to make the press. In 
all its farms, the target of the 
public a n ger at what has been 
happening in Washington. The 
Nixon operators, it hardly needs 
saying, are not exactly novices at 
the old game of whipping up the 
public against the messenger who 
.brings the bad news, to their 
present., frame of mind; the Nixon 
men are hu ngr y for a scapegoat 
onto whom they can shift some 
of the blame, and we. In the press 
are obvious possibilities for . the 
role of presidential patsy. 

. What do .we do, under the 
circumstance?? The first and

live one: We do not back off the 
story. We do not stop covering 
the Senate investigation or the 
Justice Department prosecution, 
nor do we stop pursuing our own 
leads on what was done to sub- 
vert the political and govern- 
mental process by men claiming 
to operate on behalf of the Presi- 
dent. This story is important 
and,, even if It galls our readers, 
to learn what has been done by 
those we have placed, in power, 
the lessons of Watergate must be 
-absozbed and learned; 

But there are two or three 
things the press can do— and 
ought to do — La this' dfcuatioh. 

One is to remember that this 
story, big as It is, is not the only 
one In Washington that people 
are concerned about. The people 
are, so every survey shows, even 
more worried, about Inflation and 
the economy, and what their gov- 
ernment Is. doing — OT failing to do 
—about that. They also have a 
big stake in what happens to 
taxes and trade and the Presi- 
dent’s budget in this Congress— 
to mention only a few of the 
subjects that have been crowded 
from, the news since the Water- 
gate story broke.. 

The second thing we ought to 
remember is that the news we a:e 
giving people about their govern- 
ment really Is very bad news, and 
it -ought to be delivered with a 
restraint and seriousness that 
befits the circumstances. 

There are some surveys of pub- 
lic opinion taken In the last three 


weeks that indicate the deepest 
pessimism about ti w natlnnaT 
future that professional pollsters 
have ever recorded in this coun- 
try-levels of pessimism, that in 
European countries have preceded . 
social upheavals, to such a situa- 
tion, the messengers of bad 
tidings should speak soberly and 
with restraint. It is no time for 
. exaggeration, or bad jokes, and it 
is certainly no time to be dis- 
playing Up-smacking delight at 
the discomfiture of old antago- 
nists in public office. 

Test Lies Ahead 

By and large, my biased opinion 
Is that my colleagues In. both the 
printed and electronic press have 
handled this story with exactly 
the professional discipline and 
restraint that it requires. But the 
greatest test still lies ahead. 

The White House has indicated 
that Mr. Nixon will hold a press 
conference on Watergate, perhaps 
this week. There are many tough 
questions he has not answered 
about the case, and reporters 
have the responsibility to do 
everything they can to get those 
answers. But we can do our job 
without turning the press con- 
ference Into a bear-baiting con- 
test. We will be judged by our 
performance in this crisis, just as 
every cither institution and indi- 
vidual who Is part of It will be. 
The better prepared we are, and 
the more self-disciplined, the 
better we will serve our profes- 
sion and our country.

rence, the Telegrafo of Livorno 
and the Gloraale dTtalia of Rome.

Inter- 
estingly; it. was Republican 
sources who last week leaked, a 
highly distorted story about 
Coe’s concern over the Senate 
hearings n story designed to in- 
jure the Cox inquiry. 

As the possibilities of prose- 
cution diminish, the country's 
hope of cleansing truth would 
rest on Senate bearings at which 
the key witnesses could probably 
stonewall with impunity. One 
newspaper columnist has even 
suggested “getting the worst aver 
quickly" by having the Ervin 
committee ask these men whether 
the President was involved; If 
they said no. “that would be the 
effective end of the [poisonous 
talk." 

Naive or Cynical ? 

It la hard to know whether 
such * suggestion is naive or 
deeply, cynical. Just think what 
Senate hearings of th a t kind 
would do. The Cox inquiry might 
be badly wounded. The truth 
would be left very much in doubt. 
Half the country would remain 
intensely suspicious of the Pres- 
ident, the other half bored or 
angry at the accusers. 

One more thing must be said. 
Information is not all that Amer- 
icans need In the Watergate 
1 tragedy. They need reassurance 
that their Institutions 'still work, 
especially their system of Justice, 
if all this ends without convic- 
tion of a single major figure 
responsible for the crimes, more 
Americans win be convinced that 
the -political system is irredeem- 
ably corrupt. What a terrible 
price that would be. 

For these reasons, I think the 
Senate hearings should be post- 
poned long enough to let Ar- 
- cMbpld Cox get his Inquiry into 
SK&r. That means some more 
delay and uncertainty In the 
country, and there would, still be 
leaks and sp ec ulatio n . But it 
would avoid, irreparable damage 
to the processes, in .both the

MOSCOW, June 4 «AP). — UB. 
oil tycoon Annand Hammer was 
here today trying to conclude a 
mnltibillion-doUar deal to tap 
Russian natural gas for America.. 

The 75- year-old chairman of 
Occidental Petroleum arrived here 
yesterday from his headquarters 
in Los Angeles.

A big headline on the front 
page, seeking to convey the eager- 
ness with which Americans are 
awaiting Mr. Brezhnev’s arrival 
June- 18, says “American Com- 
munists Welcome the Visit of L.I. 
Brezhnev.” It is followed by the 
text of . an appeal by the Com- 
munist party, U.S A., to the Amer- 
ican people, expressing confidence 
that the Soviet guest will be 
warmly received. 

Further setting the stage for 
the visit, Ivan Ivanovich learns, 
a collection of speeches by Mr. 
Brezhnev has been published in 
the United States in a “large 
printing” by an unidentified pub- 
lisher. A photograph of the book, 
titled “Oh the Policy of the 
Soviet Union- and the Inter- 
national' Situation,” Is printed in 
the newspapers and flashed on 
television screen* during news 
broadcasts. 


Advocates of traditional, con- 
servative planning methods aimed 
at all-out industrialization at any 
cost were denounced in an 
authoritative article In Fravda, 
the Communist party dally. They 
were accused of attacking a new 
generation of economists who 
have sought to apply western 
mathematical theories and de- 
velopment techniques to the So- 
viet Union. 

Accusing the conservatives of 
adopting a "strange position,” the 
newspaper, evidently reflecting 
top-level Kremlin views, charged 
that articles written by the old- 
fashioned theorists “were ten- 
dentious, lacked a constructive ap- 
proach and distorted the views of 
their opponents.” 

Resolution of Problems 

“Such publications do not ad- 
vance either the development of 
Soviet economic science or the 
resolution of the practical prob- 
lems of economic planning and 
management posed, by the party," 
Pravda said. 

It* article was signed T. Solo- 
vyev," a pseudonym occasionally 
used by an authoritative writer 
on economic problems. 

The unusually blunt endorse- 
ment of the mathematical econ- 
omists seemed to fit into a pat- 
tern ol increasing reliance by the 
Soviet leaders on Western eco- 
nomic practice* and advanced 
technology to put new steam be- 
hind the Soviet economic sys- 
tem. 

The Kremlin already has de- 
cided to reorganize its system of 
industrial management by giv- 
ing wide powers to new producer 
groups resembling American cor- 
porations. Moreover, it is in the 
process of drumming up an in- 
tensive campaign aimed at 
broader trade with the West, par- 
ticularly the Untied States. 

Although the basic decision 
that the Soviet Union cannot go 
It alone and must look increas- 
ingly Westward appears to have 
been made at least two years 
ago. at the policy-setting 24th 
party congress, it was evidently 
given new urgency by the disas- 
trous 1972 crop failure. That 
harvest seriously disrupted the 
current five-year plan. fl971-75» 
and required heavy grain pur- 
chases abroad. 

These purchases appear to have 
been so embarrassing politically 
that their magnitude ha* been 
kept from the Soviet public. It 
was only inadvertently that a 
recent article on the Soviet 
Union’s grain trade hinted- at the 
size of the purchases, which to- 


ld OSCOW. June 4 CNYTl.— Tlie 
Soviet Union announced early 
today that it* remote-controlled 
moon rover had ceased operations 
on the lunar surface after four 
months.

s. Khrushchev imported large 
amount* af grain after a crop 
failure in 1963. the purchases 
were not concealed in the trade 
statistics. 

The outspoken Soviet stand in 
favor of the mathematical econ- 
omists did not signify that the 
Communist leadership was about 
to abandon its central planning 
system, which is basic to the 
state-controlled economy. 

But support lor the new eco- 
nomic theories borrowed from 
the West suggested that emphasis 
would shift from ihe so-called 
Soviet model of economic growth 
and Its “ultra -industrialization." 
as one critic once put It. to a 
more nearly balanced model, in 
which greater attention would be 
given to agriculture and consumer 
needs. 

The new generation of mathe- 
matical economists has attempt- 
ed to depart from the traditional 
planning methods by using such 
Western concepts as systems ap- 
proach, economic forecasting and 
complex formulas known as pro- 
duction functions.

The 
14 performers comprise 11 deaf 
actors sad. three speaMng and 
hearing pe r f or m er s who, in effect, 
translate the sign language of 
their colleagues without adding 
to it. 

But the si gn , language of the 
deaf is more thaw basic communi- 
cation. It has grace, expressive 
power and eloquence, embracing 
mime and choreography. In such 
a basic scene as the fight between 
Gllgamesh (Edmund Wat exstreet) 
and his friend-to-be Enlddu (Jo- 
seph Sarpy), the physical skill 
and excitement are impressive, 
but the bodily and facial subtle- 
ties of the actors go far beyond 
that. 

Key Momenta 

Besides the spoken “transla- 
tion,” some deaf actors speak 
occasional lines, others utter In- 
choate sounds at key moments, 
■and both hearing *nrf same d eaf 
players provide the musical ac- 
companiment, mainly percussive, 
on the structure* sonant of 
Bernard and Francois Basohet, 
better known from exhibitions hi 
art museums than from practical 
use. In “Gflgamesh,'’ for which 
Larry Arrlck was the director, 
David Hays’S sets consisted almost 
entirely of bamboo poles, which 
served as tools and weapons, real 
objects and symbols. 

Hays also is director of the 
company, which was created six 
years ago with federal assistance 
under the aegis of the Eugene 
CNem Memorial Theater Center. 
As a designer, he has a long list 
of Broadway and international 

Italian Court

The film was seized on the 
prosecutor’s orders last Decem- 
ber. it was released an Feb. 3 
after a hearing and reopened to 
packed houses again. 15 days 
later.

credits, and in a talk here -just 
before the company’s return trip 
home, he zn&de it clear that he 
considers “theater” to be the oper- 
ative word in the troupe’s name, 
not “deaf.” 

“After all, deaf people are bom 
actors,” he said. “They spend 
their whole lives In a terrific 
effort to communicate, in foreign 
countries we follow them around. 
We have the language problem, 
bub they have no trouble m a kin g 
themselves understood and no in- 
hibitions about it.” 

In that remark, the “we” re- 
ferred to Hays and his wife, ac- 
tress Leon ore Landau, but most 
of the time he used the first 
person plural to mean the whole 
company. 

“At first we were restrained,” 
he went on. "We had to con- 
vince people It was not a freak 
show. Yet all the members of 
the company are college graduates 
and lour, have advanced degrees,” 

. many are graduates of Gallandet 
College, the liberal arts school 
for the deaf in Washington, D.C.. 
whose' theater department is the 
troupe's principal' recruiting 
grertmd. 

Improvisation 

The company has gradually 
developed its style through im- 
provisation, and while much of 
the varied repertory seems natural 
for the troupe — such as Btichner’s 
“Woyzeckr” whose main character. 
In Hays's words, . Is “articulate 
but not nnderstood”-=-there are 
some surprising choices. - They 
have done an adaptation of~Dylan 
Thomas’s “Under .MIDcwood,” orig- 
inally a radio play Intended en- 
tirely far the ear, and another of 
Puccini’s one-act opera “Gianni 
SchicchL” In the latter case. Hays 
explained, “the music is not so 
well known, except far that one 
aria, and there are a lot of 
possibilities in the scene when 
Schicchi Just sticks his hand out 
through the bed curtains and 
makes significant gestures.” 

In “Gilgamesh,” he said, the 
deaf actors are making mare 
sounds, a direct result of a semi- 
nar the company had with Peter 
Brook In Paris last year: “He told 
us that the company was excellent 
in comedy, because the comic 
comes from the outside, from 
observation, but tragedy comes 
from Inside and needs sound,” 
Hays said. 

The company has other activi- 
ties — a summer school for the deaf 
run by one of the acton. Patrick 
Graybili, a workshop program 
directed at inner-city schools, and 
the Little Theater of the Deaf, 
which consists of breaking up the 
troupe into groups of five, and 
was the basis for the afternoon 
children’s programs here. 

And, Hays added with profes- 
sional satisfaction, “we pay above 
Equity scale, we provide frill em- 


ployment for 20 actors, 14 regular 
and six backup, and we are the 
only really full-time nations 1 
theater of any kind. We have 
played in most of the states, and 
If I can arrange a tour to Aus- 
tralia and stop in Hawaii on the 
way out and Alaska on the way 
back, and somehow get a date 
in South Dakota — South Dakota 
is tough— we can make all 50.”

Senate to Act 
On Quota for 
Dairy Imports 

Officials Fear Effect 
On Trade Negotiations

'WASHINGTON, June 4 (NVT'i. 
— Administration officials are ex- 
pressing growing concern about a 
“sleeper” provision in the omnibus 
farm bill pending . before the 
Senate — a provision Imposing a 
permanent system of import 
quotas on dairy products. 

If the provision becomes law. 
State Department and other of- 
ficials Interested in trade fefu- it 
will reduce the credibility of the 
United States in forthcoming in- 
ternational trade negotiations. 
One official, possibly exaggerat- 
ing. goes so far as to say that 
if the dairy provision is enacted, 
"there will be no negotiations.” 

Imports of most dairy products 
are already limited under the 
provisions of Section 22 of the 
-basic farm law enacted 40 years 
ago. But this section is flexible 
enough to permit import in- 
creases from time to time, as 
President Nixon has done for 
several products this year. 

The new provision, approved 
by the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee,- would impose a fiat, per- 
manent limit on dairy product 
imports amounting to 2 percent 
of the previous year's U. S- con- 
sumption. 

The President could increase 
this amount only if “he deter- 
mines and proclaims that such 
increase is required by overriding 
economic or national security in- 
terests of the united states." 
Such a finding would presumably 
be difficult to make in normal

■The bill Is expected to be taken 
up in the senate this week. 

It has long been presumed that 
in the coming trade negotiations 
the united States would probably 
use present dairy Import limita- 
tions as a bargaining counter to 
obtain agricultural concessions 
from the Common Market. In- 
ternal government studies . have 
shown that removal of - the dairy 
quotas would: lead to an increase 
in imports, but that the U. S. 
export gain from removal of 
Common Market restrictions an 
grains and other products would 
be far greater. 

-The -new provision, if enacted, 
would practically preclude any 
such bargaining, with one pos- 
sible exception. 

The administration trade bill 
contains a provision under which 
the President could "bargain 
.away” a U. S. non-tariff restric- 
tion. such as a quota, even if it 
is embodied in law. But once 
the deal was made, it would be 
submitted to Congress, where 
either house could veto it within 
90 days. 

If the final version of the

Federal of- 
ficials said dark made about $10 
million in "illegal profits” on the 
Four Seasons securities. .

Shell, Gulf in Joinf Nuclear Venture 

The Royal Dutch. Shell group plans to enter 
into a Joint venture In the international nuclear 
power industry with Gulf Oil Carp- Gulfs con- 
tribution to the Joint venture, which will produce 
and market nuclear power equipment on a world- 
wide basis will be the assets of Gulf Energy & En- 
vironmental Systems Co, its San Diego-based 
nuclear subsidiary. Gulf will function as toe 
operating partner. Shell will make a cash contri- 
bution to the venture of about $200 million. Gulf, 
which acquired the Energy 3c Environmental Sys- 
tems operation in 1967 from General Dynamics, 
has invested about: $205 mminn in developing a 
high' 1 temperature gas-cooled nuclear reactor, 
according to recent prospectus material Gulf 
cited the International problem of future gas 
shortages as a prime reason for creating the 
expanded joint venture. The operation' will com- 
' bine Gulfs advanced nuclear reactor technology 
with Shell’s extensive International market net- 
work. The proposed agreement does not Include 
Gulf’s activities in uranium mining, mining or 
enrichment. 

Belgian Store Groups Discuss Merger 

Preli min ary talks are taking place between 
Innova tion-Bon March* Onno-BM) and GB En- 
terprises for a possible merger of the two com- 
panies. The negotiations are stiU at an explor- 
atory stage and no solid -proposals have so far 
been worked out to set before toe boards of the 
two stores' groups, mno-BM officials report. 

Ronton Opposes Tender Offer 

Louis Aronson 3d. president of Ronron Carp., 
is apposing a tender offer by Uqulfln AG, a 
subsidiary of Uquig&s SpA of Italy. "We are 
prepared to take every step necessary to defeat 
this offer," Mr. Aronson says. "We strongly urge 
our stockholders to reject this offer. We are con- 


fident that when oil the tests are known, it will 
be evident that toe offer is not in the best 
interests of Ronson stockholders.” The offer by 
the large Italian concern was to purchase for 
carti 25 million shares of Ronson's common at 
58.50 a share, or about 52 percent of Ronson's 
45 million shares outstanding. The transaction 
would be valued at SI 8.7 million. 

Loews Seeks Control of Gimhels 
Loews Carp, has olfered to purchase at least 
2.85 million shares of Gimbel Brothers common 
stock at $16 a share. Loews, which is In the 
tobacco, hotel and theater business, already owns 
1.66 million shares or about 30 percent,, of the 
total outstanding. If the 2.65 million shares are 
purchased. Loews will hold more than 50 percent 
ot toe outstanding common stock of Gimbel 
Brothers, which operates department stores. The 
tender offer expires June 18 unless the company 
extends it. 

U.S. Business Grows at Slower Rate 
UK purchasing executives say that largely 
because of a physical inability to produce more, 
business improved at a somewhat slower rate 
during M ay. The latest survey of 250 members 
of the National Association of Purchasing Man- 
agement concludes that "business is so good it's 
having a hard time getting better. The reason 
most frequently given by purchasing executives 
is that faculties are already straining at capacity 
or beyond, and in many cases, an increased 
volume of business just cannot be booked." In- 
creases in new orders were reported by 43 per- 
cent of toe executives polled, down from 50 per- 
cent in April, and the first drop this year. The 
number regirtertng declines in new orders rose 
to 7 percent from 6 percent Production gains 
were posted by 33 percent down from 50 percent, 
while the number reporting no change in produc- 
tion levels rose to 61 from 43 percent In April. 


Voluntary Export Curb Nearing End 

Japanese See Auto Sales to U.S. Rising 


TOKYO, June 4 fAP-DJ).— 
Japanese automakers are begin- 
ning to see signs of an upturn in 
exports to the United States after 
months of sluggish shipments. 

The trend may become signif- 
icant in late summer or early 
autumn, some officials said today. 
They cited strong U_S. demand 
for small cars, brisk sales of Japa- 
nese models despite recent price 
increases, an end to Japan's ex- 
port controls in August and a 
decline In tLS. inventory levels. 

The Bank of Japan announced 
Saturday that letters of credit 
opened in May for autos to be 
exported to the United States 
totaled $206 million, up 25 per- 
cent from a year ea r li er . It was 
the largest year-to-year gain 
since last August. 

Bank analysts said they could - 
not draw any conclusio n s on the 
basis of figures for one month. 
Part of the increase probably 
reflects toe export price increases 
that followed the yen revalua- 
tion, but industry officials said 
the May result could be the start 
of an uptrend. The letter of cre- 
dit totals lead actual shipments 
by several months. 

So far this year, UJ3. exports 
have been Shipments to- 

taled 71,303 units in. January, up 3 
percent; 64,564 unite in February, 
down 105 percent; 63508 unite tn 
March, down 125 percent; and 
61542 units in April, down 27.4 
percent, all compared with a 
year earlier. 

Officials at Toyota Motor Co. 
and Nissan Motor Co* which 
together account for over half of 
Japan's vehicle exports to the 
United States, said sales there 
are doing very well. Both 
companies had extremely large 
inventories there, which is one 
reason why shipments in recent 
months have been sluggish. But 
the situation Is returning to nor- 
mal, officials said. 

A Nissan official said toe TLS. 
retail price Increases on Dateuns 
that his company announced in 
April have not had much Impact 
on sales. "People seem to be 
buying more expensive autos these 
days," ha commented. 

Mitsubishi Motor Corp., which 
exports autos for' sale through 
Chrysler Corp. outlets, agreed 
that price increases have not 
hurt sales. Officials noted that 
the prices of .UjS.-madc autos 
hove gone up as well. Mitsubishi 
said. UJS. sales of Japanese autos 
are expected to Increase if toe 
price of gasoline continues to rise, 
as most Japanese autos have 
small. engines that get relatively 
high gasoline mileage. 

However, Nissan ■ officials said 
there Is some question whether 
the company wffl be. able to meet 


a sharp upturn in UB. demand 
should one occur. At present, 
production facilities are running 
behind overall demand lor the 
company’s autos and there is no 
relief in sight. 

The auto industry has been 


limiting exports on the basis of 
value In line with a government 
program aimed at reducing Ja- 
pan’s trade surplus. The con- 
trols, which Involve quotas for 
each automaker, are due to ter- 
minate at the end of August 


Fed Asks Foreign Banks 
In IJ,S. to Restrain Credits

The letter from Fed chairman 
Arthur F. Bums asks toe foreign- 
owned institutions to observe the 
pew reserve requirements on cer- 
tain foreign borrowing and on

' Mr. Bums said, "We believe 
that the effectiveness of the 
board's recent actions in combat- 
ing inflation would be substan- 
tially enhanced if you would con- 
form" to the 8 percent reserve 
requirement on any increase over 
the May average in borrowing 
from banks abroad, including the 
bank's own head office. 

"We also Invite your coopera- 
tion,'’ he said, in conforming to 
the 3 percent supplemental re- 
serve requirement on further In- 
creases in CDs of $100,030 or more 
as well as certain other deposits 
and liabilities.

Prices on the New York Stock 
Exchange continued to reel down- 
ward today in slow trading, with 
the Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age closing at Its lowest level in 
almost 18 months. 

The index tumbled 8.05 to 
88551. Its previous lowest clos- 
ing level was at 881.47 on Dec. 27, 
1971. 

Prices opened easier today on 
the Big Board and finished at or 
near their lows of the session 
wife no attempt at a rally. It 
was the fifth consecutive session 
that prices have declined. 

The weakness was attributed to 
continued heavy pressure on the 
dollar, soaring gold prices and 
new revelations in the Watergate 
scandal. The best performers 
were the gold mining issues. 

Turnover on the exchange plod- 
ded along at 1153 million shores, 
up from 10.41 million shares on 
Friday, but this was still consider- 
ed slow trading. 

The most heavily traded stock 
was Coastal States Gas. which 
fell 1 14 to 8 1. 2. The weakness 
was attributed to an article in 
Barron's magazine that said fee 
problems of the company in 
meeting its obligations to the city 
of San Antonio so far fear 
hare cost Coastal States some 
$15 million. 

Bausch & Lamb tumbled 3 1/2 
to 19 3 4 after the Securities and 
Exchange Commission charged 
fee company and others, includ- 
ing its chairman, with Insider 
trading violations.

Hie 1973 Burmuda. Bowl ended 
last week: m one of the easiest 
victories the Italian bridge team 
has had in a world champion- 
ship. At one point the Italians led 
by 217 points, but this dropped to 
128 points largely because of a 
carefree final 16 deals that the 
Aces from Dallas won 80 to 3- 
The Italian bridge was of a high 
standard on the first day, but 
bath teams played somewhat 
casually on the second day when 
the result was not in doubt. 

In the qualifying play for the 
finals, a conventional opening 
bid had served the United States 
team well in its match against the 
Aces. John Swanson of Los 
Angeles opened the East hand 
with two diamonds in the second 
seat, using the Flannery conven- 
tion. This showed an opening 
bid including four spades and 
five hearts, a hand that Is very 
difficult to bid in standard 
methods. 

Bob Wolff for the Aces made 
a normal over-call of two spades 
with the Sbuth hand, although 
he knew that there was a four- 
card spade holding on bis right-

BRIGHT BOOK OF LIFE [ 
American Novelists and Story Tellers r 
from Hemingtcay to Mailer

i;qpHE function of the contem- 

* poraty hero is to cancel 
the affirmations but to keep the 
setting gf what once made him 
feel like a God.*' I found this 
one of the more interesting 
examples of Alfred Kozin's style 
in "Bright Book of Life." The 
sentence itself h?_s a heroic 
sweep; it is lull o£ heuristic ex- 
citement. I felt a thrill of large- 
ness, luxuriated in the vista of- 
fered to me. Yet I had an un- 
easy— not quite nagging— reser- 
vation because I rented instinc- 
tively that the statement is too 
broad: Not ell contemporary 
heroes can have the same func- 
tion. Nor am 1 sure that they 
always cancel the affirmations 
ftchich affirmations, exactly?* or 
keep the setting. And isn't "feel 
like a God" overreaching just a 
bit? 

In a way, it doesn't matter that 
all is not quite right with that 
statement — because it is a grand 
sentence. And it’s close enough to 
the truth to enable the more ad- 
venturous among us to leap 
across. I certainly wouldn’t ex- 
pect a man to write about Ameri- 
can fiction from 2940 to the 
present without becoming intoxi- 
•scated to a degree, without occa- 
sionally succumbing to hyper- 
bole. 

1 was pleased to discover that 
Mr. Kfrgin is not in the least 
parochial— as so many big-city 
intellectuals seem to be. A cos- 
mopolitan Jewish liberal who 
grew up in Brooklyn, he shows 
a remarkable empathy for a 
writer like Faulkner, who, on the 
surface at least, is everything 
the author himself is not: a 
Southerner, a traditionalist, and 
“the last countryman in Amer- 
ica." While I would have ex- 
pected a politically oriented 
critic like the author to be 
primarily concerned with the 
present and the future, he sur- 
prised and charmed me with 
this: "Man's immortality, 'if he 
can be said to have one’ at all. 
reaches into the past, not Into 
the future: It lies in a candid 
sense of history, not in the hope 
offered by orthodox Christianity.'’ 
As an extension of this Idea, he 
adds that “the South has produc- 
ed writers as the Dark Ages pro- 
duced saints.” 

Of Carson McCullers and Flan- 
nery O'Connor, two more South- 
ern writers, Mr. Kazin shrewdly 
points out that the strongest 
character in their work is "nem- 
esis, some primal wrongness..." 
In Miss O'Connor's work "the 
drama is made up of the short 
distance between the first intima- 
tion of conflict and the catas- 
trophe.” I found this idea pro- 
vocative too: "Faulkner ceased to 
be an influence on Southern nov- 
elists when the South at last had 
its own worldliness to satirize." 

■ .Though we do not really need 
another essay on Hemingway, 
there is a good one in the book. 
It includes this deft line: "The 
desired clarity of the Lost Gen- 
eration can now be seen as the 
last example of the pure tragic 
sense in our literature.”

The Romanian will play Nikki

for the world's premier clay court 
title tomorrow. Pilic played one 
of the. finest! matches of his 
career to stop Adriano Panatta 
of Italy. 6-4, 6-3. 6-2. . 

Nastase, who had been booed 
and whistled at by the volatile 
Parisian crowd ' in previous 
. matches, wag unusually subdued 
against Qcurman. There was no 
downing, no temperamental out- 
bunts. 

Gorman, of Seattle, Wash., 
said:. “He’s a funny guy. His 
mood ghang ftq fr om frtio mateVi 
to the other. I only know I play- 
ed well all through the tourna- 
ment and it was disappointing to 
play so badly today. Tha match 
didn’t last long enough. On clay 
you just have to go out there 
and keep it going." 

The match lasted 1 hour, 39 
minntes and the score didn't tell 
the full story. . Gorman fought 
back well In both of the first 
two sets, each time after Nastase 
had taken a 4-1 lead. 

Gorman always has lost to 
Nastase on day, and there was 
never much hope that be would 
reverse the pattern here. Gor- 
man trailed 1-4 in the first set 
but came back to 3-4. 

In the second set, Nastase was 
3-0 ahead but Gorman, playing 
hi* best of the match, 

broke his opponent's service and 
levelled at 4-4. 

Gorman hit some superb shots 
to break service In the seventh 
game of the set. From deuce, 
he angled a shoulder-high back- 
hand volley across the court and 
had Nastase scrambling after tbe 
ball in vain. 

The second set went to 4-4 
and then Nastase turned on tha 
heat. The Romanian won the 
next two games and raced 
through the third, set. 

Gorman’s game crumbled. He 
still went boldly to tbe net but 
was too easily passed or lobbed. 

The American finally surren- 
dered the match by double-fault- , 
ing to trail, 1-5, but the lapse was 
‘ made in trying circumstances. 

. His first' sendee, had been called 
out and the crowd was. whistling 
and shouting far the point to be 
played again. 

Gorman was unhappy about 
the call, and at his request the 
linesman was changed. 

Hut ft was a bit late to affect 
tbe match. Nastase. had to bold 
his service -for a place in the 
final , and he dropped only .one 
point doing it. 

Pilic, unseeded, took tbe tight 
"first set when Panatta faltered 
on his serve and then maintain- 
ed his own mistake-free perfor- 
mance to defeat the discouraged 
Italian, seeded eighth, in the re- 
maining two sets.

V SAC Revises Racing Rules 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 4 (DPI). 
— The TJ-S. Auto Club board of 
directors, reacting to criticism of 
this year’s ru nning of the Indian 
spoils 500, have revised big-car 
rules for all championship cir- 
cuit races.

It has been demonstrated many 
times that the most profitable 
Item baseball has to sell is neigh- 
borhood rivalry. Even in a sea- 
son when neither team could get 
arrested, Brooklyn - New York 
matches always drew the biggest 
crowds to Hfcbets Field and the 
Polo Grounds. This has con- 
tinued to be true since the 
Giants and Dodgers moved west. 
It would be true of the Mcts and 
Yankees, White Sox and Cubs. 
Oakland and San Francisco, Los 
Angeles *"(1 Anaheim. 

Perfectly Feasible 
Interlocking schedules among 
three leagues are perfectly feasi- 
ble, and the ratio of interleague 
to intraleague games could be 
adjusted as experience dictated, 
just for openers, a team could 
play a 14-game homc-and-home 
scries In its league and a four- 
game series in the other two, for 
a total of 162. Playing most of 
its games around home, a team 
would save on travel expenses, 
reduce line charges for television 
and have comparatively few tele- 
casts from California starting at 
12 pm. Eastern time. 

The World Series would create 
no difficulties that the commis- 
sioner could not handle with the 
help of his advisers at tbe Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company. If 
it were provided that the team 
with the best winning percentage 
over the season drew a bye while 
tbe other two played off for a 
place in the World Series, this 
would keep Interest alive even 
after a pennant was decided. 
However, if anybody boggled at 
the thought of a pennant-winner 
being left out, the World Series 
could be a round-robin. 

The plan makes so much sense 
it will never get off the ground.

In further commemo- 
ration of the plot, a formal and 
ritualistic search of the vaults 
beneath the Houses of Parliament 
is made each year at the op ening 
of their sessions. 

“We think that June 17 should 
be duly celebrated in this coun- 
try as ‘Watergate Day.’ ” 

"It sounds great.” I said. “What 
would people do to observe it?” 

"On “Watergate Day’ Americans 
would memorialize this historic 
event by taping other people’s 
doors, tapping telephones, spying 
on their neighbors, using aliases, 
wearing red wigs and making 
Inoperative statements.”

“In the evening, there would be 
a fireworks display in every town 
to remind us all of the fireworks 
the Watergate has caused in this 
country.” 

“I get chills just thinking about 
it.” I admitted. 

“If the President declares June 
17 a national holiday you could, 
have 'Watergate Day' sales in the 
department stores with giant 
savings on burglary tools, shred- 
ding machines and lie detectors. 
And grand juries would only have 
to work a half day.” 

“Of course.” Mr. Stein added, 
“the churches would remain open 
lor people who wanted to pray 
lor their country.” 

“I don’t see anything wrong 
with It,” I said. "There’s only 
one question. In England on Guy 
Fawkes Day they bum Guy 
Fawkes in effigy. Who would 
Americans bum in effigy on 
‘Watergate Day?”’ 

“We may have to wait until 
June 17. 1974. before we figure 
that one out."
